Sierra Madre City Council candidates revealed 
last Wednesday at the first forum that alt but one 
of them questioned the need for a paramedic pro¬ 
gram to replace the present EMT program in 
Sierra Madre. 

Bill Tice said he was for the program, however, 
and that he thought the town could “figure out’’ 
how to pay for the program. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai, incumbent candi¬ 
date, noted that there are “controversial aspects 
and that’s the reason it is being brought before 
the public on election day.” He added that as part 
of the council he “can’t support one or another.” 

Gary Adams said, “1 question whether the city 
of Sierra Madre can afford it. The town is small 
and it would cost S450,000 to implement for the 
first year and at least 5350,000 each year there¬ 
after with six paramedics. However, it is impossible 
to run 24 hours a day with only six people. There’s 
not enough time for days off. You’d need to go 
to eight or 10 paramedics.” 

He also noted that the program would create 
two kinds of fire peisonnel — paid and unpaid. 
" The EMT program works very well.” 

■\ksel Pedersen feels that “we don’t need pro¬ 
fessional paramedics since we are seven minutes away 
from two major hospitals — St. Tuke and Arcadia 
Methodist. It is expensive. .Also, you can’t have pro¬ 
fessional working with volunteers without caus¬ 
ing problems.” 

Against paramedic issue 

Larry Peal said he was “totally against the 
paramedic issue. We have excellent EMTs. It (the 
paramedic program) would be a burden to the tax¬ 
payers.” 

Mary .Ann MacGillivray said, “The cost is too 
cumbersome to deal with now. However, at a future 
date —? Proximity (to the hospitals) is not the only 
solution.” She added, “Don’t completely put it out 
of your mind. We might want to rethink it.” 


Councilman Bartolai was asked “how and why 
it is the excessive cost to the private property 
owner is permitted” in the Tree Ordinance. 

He answered, “1 am proud to have initiated 
the Tree Ordinance. What developed was not exact¬ 
ly what the City Council wanted. We heard from 
the public (at the last City Council meeting when 
an angry public appeared at the hearing to denounce 
the ordinance).” 

About tree ordinance 

Bartolai continued, “Private property (control) 
was not my concern. I was concerned about the 
developers The committee (who wrote the ordin¬ 
ance) did a yoeman’s job. The hearing said ‘No.’ I 
agree with that.” 

Tice said, “We should not have a tree preserva¬ 
tion ordinance. It goes back to the Constitution.” 

He also said, concerning the school redistricting 
question, “I’d like to see a neighborhood school — 
K through senior high. We should stay in the Pasa¬ 
dena system but have our own controlling board.” 

MacGillivray noted, “It’s not really in our 
hands . . . Giving up and pulling out is not the 
best thing to do.” 

When Adams was asked if e^ryone has access 
to the “books” of the city, he an?^red that the 
budget “is a public document.” 

Bartolai was asked about the Main Street Pro¬ 
gram and he answered, “Main Street has projected 
that most of the turnaround takes at least three 
years. Groundwork has to be done to turn things 
around. W'e’re working with absentee landowners. 
It takes a tremendous amount of work . . . I’m 
optimistic that something is ready to break loose.” 
Adams against pots 

Adams said, “The city has done good things 
downtown. 1 don’t think the pots and plants mid¬ 
street are one of them. ’ ’

Economic Strategy Team plans rehab mode

An Economic Development Strategy Team ha'' 
chosen two recommendations from the ER.A report 
which was funded by the Sierra Madre City Council 
last year. 

Tim Connaghan, Helen Elliott and Eli Steedle>, 
the team members, told council members last week. 
“It is our recommendation that Option No. 2 and 
No. 3 be considered jointly (for implementation 
in Sierra Madre). It is our mutual feeling that Op¬ 
tion No. 1 was already an ongoing activity and that 
our task was to look to the future and an expand¬ 
ed level of involvement for Sierra Madre. VN'e also 
felt that Option No. 4 was not feasible at this time.” 

What are the options? 

The committee explained that Option No. 2 
could be titled “Revitalization/Development” 
and as proposed by ERA, involves streetscape at 
selected business intersections; and enhanced pro¬ 


gram of commercial building rehabilitation, selective 
infill of properties and seismic safety conformance 
improxements.” 

Option No. 3, also suggested by the committee, 
could be titled “Land Use Exchange concept. It is 
a more ambiguous idea, the committee said, which 
follows very closely the activities outlined in Option 
No. 2. 

Connaghan said, “According to ERA, these 
options are ‘based on the ability for an existing 
mix of uses to remain, and to transition slowly to¬ 
ward more and more adaptive uses, with the poten¬ 
tial of increasing employment, solidifying the qual¬ 
ity of the building inventory, and offering oppor¬ 
tunities for additional specialty commercial retail 
and neighborhood serving retail, to better serve 
Sierra Madre.’ ” 

The committee continued, “Our proposed, can¬ 


didate is the burned area on Sierra Madre Blvd. 
with the recommendation that the development area 
be expanded to include the properties on the east 
side of the burnout (Happy’s Wines and Spirits) 
and the property located at 25 S. Baldwin (the 
Red Cross building). This is contingent on Owner 
Participating .Agreements (OPAs) with the existing 
owners. We also understand that there is a current 
step-by-step plan written by City Administrator Jim 
McRea, and we further recommend that the city 
consider the implementation of this plan.” 

The ERA plan has outlined suggestions for 
revitalization/redevelopment which anticipates a 
period of three to five years for a basic startup 
plan (loans could extend 15 to 20 years). Goals 
should be set to rehab, modernize and seismically 
improve an undetermined number of properties and

1 or as long as there have been downtown 
revitalization programs, there have been ongoing 
debates about how they should be I'unded. In a 
community the size of Sierra Madre this may 
be the crucial issue. 

Why? First, the city does not have that 
feared “power of eminent domain.” Ciovern- 
ment cannot deem a project in the best interests 
of the community and cause a property or busi¬ 
ness owner to negotiate the sale of their pro¬ 
perty. There is no leverage, no ultimate ability 
by the city to make a fair market value offer 
and take the property through legal condem¬ 
nation if the owner is unwilling to sell. 

Second, our public dollars available for 
use downtown are both limited and restricted. 
Basically, public money for revitalization in 
Sierra Madre has to flow from the Community 
Redevelopment .Agency (CRA). Some monies

can come through the city’s general operating 
budget, but their use is restricted to a narrow 
range of activities. That’s as it should be as 
those dollars are needed to provide basic ser¬ 
vices to the resident taxpayer. As an aside, 
community activists and the general public of¬ 
ten choose to ignore the relationship of a heal¬ 
thy, growing downtown to their tax bills. They 
discount the importance of at least two posi¬ 
tive economic contributions made in the way of 
employment for local residents; and assessed 
valuation growth which directly contributes 
to increased property tax revenues for the gen¬ 
eral operating budget. 

Economic Research Associates (ERA) 
marketing niche report suggests “ . . . realistic 
Agency (CR.A) funding targets for the short 
term (three to five years) could be S21X).(X'K) to 
S3(X),000 per year ...” The consultant agrees 
with the CRA’s current position of not pledging 
sales tax increments to the redevelopment 
effort. 

Removal of tax increment funds from the 
redevelopment funding process further restricts 
funding availability. That’s because our CRA’s 
ability to use CRA tax-exempt bonds or some 
certificates of participation funding vehicles is 
removed as realistic financing options. 

Further consider the consultant's recom¬ 
mendation that the CRA should seek “a S4 
to SI return on the public funds spent in terms 
of private and property improvement invest¬ 
ment (not including land purchases).” For every 
one dollar of CRA money the private sector 
needs to invest four of its own. 

Caution! These observations about 
financing are simplistic. They are great sub¬ 
jects for discussion, but not meant to be a 
statement about existing policy of either the 
CR.A or City Council. Depending upon the spe¬ 
cific context (proposed project), in which dis¬ 
cussed, some may even be incorrect as presented. 

There’s at least one other public source of 
funds I'll leave until next week. 

If you are following both the downtown 
revitalization effort in Sierra Madre and the up¬ 
coming council election, you should be inter¬ 
ested in attending one or more of the sched¬ 
uled candidates forums. .At least some of their 
attitudes will be translating into public policy 
during the next three years.

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A friend from my “back to the land” days 
came to visit the other week. As we walked 
through the streets of Sierra Madre, she said to 
me, “Loretta, don’t you every miss nature?” 

You see, we had lived in an area once that 
was pratically wilderness, ancient redwoods 
and the passionate Northern California Coast. 
To my friend, this area is urban, regardless of 
the foliage and the foothills. 

Fler comment caused me to wince, because, 
yes, indeed, 1 miss nature and those days 
when we experienced, “being one with it.” 

So, 1 am moved to take out my camera and 
polish my lenses. 

My friend has a book out now entitled, 
“The Book of Seeing with One’s Own Eyes,” 
stories by Sharon Doubiago, Graywolf Press, 
Saint Paul. An interesting title, an interesting 
concept, and it occurs to me that in terms of na¬ 
ture, when we truly focus our eyes, our personal 
cameras, upon seeing it, we can be one with it, 
no matter where we live. 

Now Sharon’s book has more to do with 
human nature and her own unique self, than 
the nature referred to. It consists of stories 
from her own inner landscape interacting with 
the political, sociological, and feminist ter¬ 
rain of the past several decades. And always 
they challenge the reader to see with 
their own eyes as well. 

.Along with Sharon’s book, these pa.st 
weeks, 1 was introduced to two others which 


have to do with both sight and insight. Ihcse 
books though vastly different in style, both 
share a common form and gift. They both 
attempt to see their woild tiom tlic eye ot the 
poet and also the eye of the photo¬ 
grapher. One is entitled “Surprised by Light,” 
by Ulrich Schaffer, Harper and Row; the other 
is “The Poet from the C ity of the .Angels,” 
by Michael Andrews. Bombshelter Press. 

Schaffer dedicated his book in this way 
“for all those/who still delight in the beauty 
of the world/who are fascinated by the inter¬ 
connectedness of all for all those/who still 
want to see and teel and want to risk volun- 
ability/by being sensitive." 

These books have caused me to remember 
that in this time of much --peed and the bom¬ 
bardment of our sense, v\e do iciul to miss 
nature. And we need to slow down, go for a 
walk, look deeply at those gieen and growing 
things that surround us, not as gian; redwoods 
or expansive waters, here in .Siena Madre, but 
in the small blossoms, the springtime lilies, the 
flowering cactus, and the light and shadows on 
the mountains. VVe need to be awake to these 
simple beauties even in the quest tc> get ahead, 
or just to keep up. 

Shaffer says, “1 believe that good photo¬ 
graphy is a matter ol seeing." 1 licv say the 
same about writing, about living also, and tor 
me, the root ot it is ti' not miss natuie. as it

to redevelop an undetermined number of underutilized 
infill parcels. 

The Community Redevelopment Agency should 
he involved in stimulating specific new developments. 
There should he an agency public investment lever¬ 
age to stimulate additional income for each $l of 
agency funding. 

I he agency role in redevelopment should extend 
to land and building purchase and resale, according 
to the l:R.‘\ plan. It should make temporary and 
permanent relocation provisions for tenants during 
the building. 

It is imperative that there will be Owner I’artici- 
pating .Agreements (OPAs) with existing owners in 
order to stimulate reinvestment and disposition ot 
developer agreements with new investor/developer 
business partners. 

Programs of technical assistance and limited 
low-interest li>ans for improvement of URM 
(non-earthnuake proof unreinforced masonry build¬ 
ings) and additional limited investment in street- 
scaping and appearance public improvements are 
another “must,” according to the ERA report. 

Property owners and tenants should make URM 
property improvements where feasible and inlill 
development where feasible, says the ERA report.

He continued that he thinks the street is not 
wide enough to “do a brick treatment (as Mon¬ 
rovia has done). (The pots) haven’t stopped the 
U-turns. Late in the evenings, youth use the planters 
as skateboard runs. If they hit the planters, the city 
is liable. There is no good solution.” 

Peal asked, "What are the ramifications of 
hitting a pot? Would the city be sued? He said, 
“We don’t have enough police to sit 24 hours a 
day. I think the pots are helping out in a simple 
way.” 

Bartolai said, “The city is not liable for pro¬ 
tecting themselves. Police department has said the 
pots have caused a considerable lessening of U- 
turns. The idea came to us (the City Council) 
from three different entities. 1 think a 90-day trial 
is worthwhile.” 

Need tree planing program 

Responding to a question of how the candi¬ 
dates feel about planting trees in the parkways, 
Pederson offered, “I live on Orange Grove. At one 
point 93 trees were to be destroyed (in widening 
the street). The people on both sides of the road 
(which includes Arcadians) didn’t want another Au¬ 
burn. Years ago we woke up one morning and all 
the trees were gone (so that street could be widened).” 


Wistaria Fete 


Adams said, “We need a program to replace 
trees. The trash truck doesn’t do a very good job 
of trimming. We need to identify the nurseries 
chosen to replace the trees and create a volunteer 
effort.” 

Bartolai added, “There should be a cooperative 
effort between the residents and the city.” 

‘Issues candidate’ 

Bill Tice said he is an “issues candidate.” 
1 work as a gardener on the hillsides. 1 talk to 
owners. Water drains off there and there are places 
where the road was damaged. If we have more houses 
we will lack control ... 1 wouldn’t trust the 
building department ... 1 was in the parachutes 
division when 1 was in the service. We had a Jump 
master. Who is the jump master in this city? We 
need to get rid of our jump master — the city 
manager.” 

He continued, “1 also buy and sell property. 
The Pasadena building and safety inspection says 
that when you sell, you pay a fee for inspection. 
City hall is against the people who live in the city. 
If the City Council passes the Tree Ordinance, 
I'm going to get my chain say out.” 

Clem Bartolai recited his qualifications: a for¬ 
mer member of the Parks and Recreation Com¬ 


mission, Planning Commission, formerly on the 
City Council, Mayor, director of the policy board in 
San Gabriel, in business administration in private 
industry, has been liaison on “virtually every depart¬ 
ment, commission and committee.” He said he had 
part of starting Main Street, the rehab and repair¬ 
ing of streets, undergrounding of utilities, capital 
replacement programs, public parking lots, respon¬ 
sible budgeting, seismic investigations. Chantry gate, 
moratorium on hillside development, developer 
fees, promoted first City Council, Chamber of Com¬ 
merce study session, and public access TV.

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Stephenson plans 
return to China 

By Loretta Mainill 

Joe Stephenson has lived for 26 years in the very 
peaceful setting of Sierra Madre. In his Esalen T-shirt 
and gold earring, Joe keeps himself on the cutting 
edge of research, education and culture. 

Recently, as part of his research for a Ph.D. in 
Education at Claremont College, he made a trip to 
Nanjing, China. Nanjing is just 500 miles from the 
infamous capital, Beijing. 

From Dec. 29, 1989 to Jan. 19, 1990, Joe’s 
mission was to study the quality of education pro¬ 
vided by the Nanjing primary schools. 

“Their expectations are higher, and they get 
what they expect,” Stephenson reflects. “Our expec¬ 
tations are too low.” 

“The way things look really matters to them,” 
notes Stephenson, as he describes a classroom of 
manners. From the very early grades, children 
are taught to function in groups. 

Cooperative learning takes place in a classroom 
of 50 students to one teacher. 

As he describes the wooden benches the pri¬ 
mary grade students sit on, and respectful obedience 
that is maintained, it seems this would be a culture 
shock for a number of American classrooms. 

“A lot of things that ensure conformity in their 
culture seems harsh to us, but I don’t think it feels 
that way to them.” 

Perhaps this is true because of their extremely 
large population. The sheer number of people (China 
has the largest population, more than a billion, of 
any country in the world) requires the conformity 
that characterizes China’s political structure. 

“The thing they seem to value above everything 
else is order,” Stephenson observed. 

Joe was interested to find that in Chinese cul¬ 
ture everything is more visually obvious. The Chinese 
characters (their word and letter symbols) are every¬ 
where, including their artwork. This pervasiveness 
of language is all that is seen in the environment, 
may account for the higher level of visual memory in 
the young children that Stephenson’s research re¬ 
vealed. 

According to Stephenson’s observations, hours 
are spent in the child’s school day with brush in hand, 
drawing the Chinese characters. These symbols are 
not just representatives of sounds, as they are in 
the English language, but also have individual mean¬ 
ing. 

For example, the word “library” in Chinese 
consists of the characters for “book,” “picture,” 
and “building.” 

Math is also visualized with the popular Orien¬ 
tal “calculator,” the abacus. The Chinese use their 
fingers in a kind of sign language to express the 
value of numbers. 

Stephenson had the privilege, while in China, 
to be the first foreign visitor to the Danjing Mental 
Health Center. Stephenson, whose area of expertise 
is in special education, found that there was a signi¬ 
ficantly lower occurrence of Attention Deficit Dis¬ 
order and hyperactivity in Chinese children. Both of 
these learning disabilities are becoming increasingly 
common in America. 

However, Stephenson observed that the child¬ 
ren there were developing a high incidence of ner¬ 
vous tics. In China, there is a six-day school week. 
One 7-year-old girl Joe met works 60 hours a week 
on her school work. 

The students’ learning is measured by one final 
exam, taken at the end of the year. A failure on 
this exam, if not remedied by a re-take two weeks

later, results in the necessity of repeating the entire 
year. This is a very humiliating circumstance for 
the child and family in Chinese culture. 

Although Joe found the 30- to 40-degree weather 
chilling and the provisions of heat and bathing much 
below American norms, he states, “1 am very much 
looking forward to going back.” 

He says, “I would like to spend several months 
with a first grade teacher, learning more about the 
philosophy, attitudes, and techniques of educa¬ 
tion, and their integration of skills and subjects.” 

Stephenson’s impressive local experience in¬ 
cludes six years as an educative therapist at Cedar- 
Sinai and five years of teaching at the Frostig 
School, including one year as principal. Currently, 
he is working in developmental assessment at Pacific 
Oaks College in Pasadena, and also with Child and 
Family Services, assessing children for the Head Start 
Program. 

China continues to interest him because “not a 
lot of educational research has been done there. 
A lot of their principles come out of trial and error. 
What is taken for granted in education here, is just 
coming in there.” 

He believes we, in America, also have much to 
learn. We have not researched our desired haven 
regarding education in this country. 

Says Stephenson, “If we developed communi¬ 
cation the way we developed education, we’d still 
be talking through tin cans.”
